" There was for a time fear of a short- 
age," says T. A. Fairclough, of Seattle, 
*' and provisions brought $1, $1.25 and 
even ^2 a pound. Tliat was while the 
trading; coinpaniea were sizing up the 
situation. Now they have it well in 
hand, and you cannot sell outfits at bet- 
tor than (JU cents a pound, if you can get 
that. 

"Both companies are doins; buBineBs 
as usual—of course they are refusing to 
sell provisions in large lots, for that 

wov.!;' ?iily enable some people who want 
to, to get a monopoiy uu food and pinch 
the population at fancy prices. No one 
is refused proviaiona in small quantities, 
however, and with the stock at Forty 
Mile to draw upon there is no danger of 
the companies running short." 

This cheering view of the situation is 
endorsed by Jack Williama of Tacoma, 
the very latest man out among the Cro- 
ona'd paaeengers, who adds: 

" When I left Dawson on November 27 
the companiuy had resumed the sale of 
provisions at regular store prices, so that 
doesn't look like anything very serious." 

Kegardiai; the prospects of the upper 
Yukon country, yesterday's relurnintr 
miiiera dill'er u idely in opinion. Aver- 
aging their statements, it is eslimateil 
that upwards of twenty millions will be 
taken out of Bonanza, Kl Dorado and 
the immediately adjacent creeks this 
winter, while Hunker, Quartz and one 
or two other more distant streams are 
turning out some very fine lo3king pay- 
dirt. 

The latest rush reported is to Dian 
creek, heading towards lil Dorado and 
two miles south of Dawaon, where a man 
named Dian obtained good prospects on 
November 2, dirt from the prospect holes 
— not yet down to bedrock — having since 
returned $1 to $1.25 to the pan. 

Of course the entire creek was staked 
and recorded immediately — such is the 
fashion of the country. E. F. Hickman 
of Seattle, who came down by the Corona, 
is one of the Dian creek claim owners; 
while the MacDonald Brothers & Ken- 
nett, also found among the Corona's 
party, say that they have not been to 
the Klondyko district and do not want 
to go there. 

The Pelly river is quite good enough 
for them, for it has returned .$20 a day 
to the man e^er since thay have been 
working on it, more than a year now. 
A. MacDonald, one of this firm, says 
that eighty miles up the Stewart river, 
much work is being done this winter, 
$10 or $12 a day to the man being aver- 
age earnings from the pLtcera, while one 
fortunate individual reports having 
taken out fifty dollars. a- day continu- 
ously for weeks past, operating bia claim 
without assistance.

Offlcers Recently Arrived in Cuba to Re- 
turn to Madrid With Little Hope 
tor the Future. 

Havana, Jan. 2. — The insnrgent Gen- 
eral Francio Oarillo, and 1,000 men from 
SsDta Clara province, have entered Ma- 
tanza province near Habana and are 

Buppoeed to be on the way to reunite 
with the concentrated iueurgent forces 
under Britiadior-General Suarez aud 
Cepero iu Havana province. 

It ip reported from Santiago de Cuba 
tbat General Paiido is greatly dieheart- 
eiied on account of the obatncles which 
prevented a Bucceesfiil cami)aign against 
the insurgents in that province. He 
deiilares that he has no base of opera- 
lions; the insurgents' control being so 
complete that it ia impossible to convey 
supplies to Spanish columns operating 
in the interior of the province. General 
Pando is said to he convinced that 
the insurgents of Santiago de Cuba 
province will not accept autonomy. 
When he was in Spain be did not realize 
that the insurgents in the province bad 
Ruch strength. It is said that General 
Sagua, operating in Santiago de Cuba, 
has been unable to agree with his super- 
ior officers, and on the pretext that he is 
sick has arrived in Havana, and will re- 
turn to ^^|laiu bv the first mail steamer. 

F.'c-iinnieter Caiialejas, the Madrid edi- 
tor who hiiH Ijeen investigating the situ- 
ation in Cuba, ia eaid to be thoroughly 
diacuuraged with the outlook. He will 
return to Spain shortly, the sudden 
death of his sister being given as i\ rea- 
son for hastening his departure. 

Senor Bland, who lias just returned 
from the United States, is said to take 
the same hopeless view of the situation 
as Senor Canalejaa, and it ia said that 
he will decline the proffered appoint- 
ment of secretary to the Cuban auton- 
omist cabinet.

OMENS OF NEW YEAR. 



British Press Discusses a 
Crisis in China. 



Commorcial aud Imperial Interests 
Alike Uenaced In the Orient 
and in Africa— Japan and 
China as Allies. 



New York, Jan, 2. — The London cor- 
respondent of the Sun cables : " The 
Sun is enabled to say that in the event 

of trouble in the Far East the Canadian 
Militia will have an opportunity of cov- 
ering themselves with glory. Tho war 
department and the admiralty have be- 
tween them drawn up a scheme whereby 
a battalion of this militia will be hurried 
to Hongkong from Vancouver the 
moment war seems imminent. They 
would reach China long before 
any force from England could 
get there, and it ia thought their co- 
operation would boom the Imperial 
unity idea. Presumably the views of 
the Dominion government have been 
ascertained, and some steps have been 
taken to find out whether the gallant 
militiamen would he willing to follow 
glory to the cannon's moath." 

London, Jan. 2. — Tho New Year's 
leadera iu tho principal dailies refer at 
length to the situation in China. 

The Times says : The New Year opens 
with ambiguous omens. This country 
ia confronted by the organized and de- 
termined I'ivalry of other nations, which 
in their eflbrts to cut us ofl' from the 
markets of the uncivilized or unde- 
veloped regions, have at any rale an ap- 
parent advantage in being able to em- 
ploy against us weapons we have delib- 
erately renounced for ourselvea. Oar 
commercial as well as our imperial in- 
terests aredeeply involved in the scramble 
for China and the advance of rival 
states on the Nile and on the Niger. 
To conduct all these difficult opera- 
tions, dii)lomatic, naval and military, to 
a satisfactory conclusion, would be an 
achievement that would greatly redound 
to tho honor of our miniaters, eapecially 
to the head of the foreign office and the 
colonial office. A failure to maintain 
firmly, thouirh cautiously, tho righta of 
the liritiah Empire aud tho claims of 
liritifch tratlo would involve an Kjual 
degree of discredit. 

The Standard has this to say on the 
Biiiiio subject: " Circumelances have 
already marked out for us the general 
lines on which we have to act. it may 
viewed as certain that the recent meas- 
ures by which RuEsia and Germany 
have established themBelves on the 
Chinese mainland were taken in 
pursuance of some more or leSB 
definite understanding. Whether 
Prince Henry ia to prosecute his 
chivalrous mission at Iviaochou Bay 
or transfer himself and his party 
to some other region where miaaionariea 
have been massacred, but where in 
other respects a harbor is illecial, hingea 
on some doubt. But whatever Hag may 
finally wave at Kiaochou, everything 
will be done in concert ao long as an 
nminable compact between Berlin and 
St. Petersberg endures. 

" France, subject to similar reserve 
with regard to the Enesian alliance, will 
perforce remain bound to conform with 
any policy which the Czar deems proper 
to pursue. The republic will perhaps be 
allowed to secure advantages for itself. 
We may have in what we do a certain 
amount of inarticulate '8ymi)athy ' from 
France, whicli can scarcely view with 
gratification the iriowinu commercial 
Blronglh of its European neighbor, but 
the understanding of the three powers 
must he accepted as a settled factor in 
the problem. 

" There remains the Japanese nation, 
which haa oven more cause than we for 
the stand taken toward partition of tho 
vast empire of which its people have for 
years believed themselvea to be the nat- 
ural inheritors. The geographical ad- 
vantages enjoyed by Japan would 
co-operate with her finally developed 
resources and make her a potent

Ue 
was first medalist of the Colambian 
exposition and the post of honor was 
triven to his picture, " The Heart of 
Scotland," at the Paris Salon of 1800.

— It is an- 
nounced that M. Kuril AlexeiefT has 
been invested with full powera to pro- 
mote the development of the commercial 
relatione between Ruaaiti and Korea in 
connection with Britiah and Japanese 
influences, and to aid in furthering the 
prompt construction of the projected 
orthodox church at Seoul. 

The Novoe Vremya, commenting upon 
the respective positions of Mr. McLeavy 
Brown and M. Alexeiell' under the com 
promiee ell'ected by an arrangement ac- 
cording to which the two will work the 
Korean customs, to-day says; "No 
body will regard Mr. Brown as the 
representative of the British flag. Ue 
ia a mere ollicial in the service of the 
Korean government, directing the cub 
tome. Alexeieff will attend in a 

higher sphere as adviser to the Korean 
ministry of finance." 

The Novoata says : " Any serious con- 
flict between iMigland and another 
power would bo certain to excite rehtd- 
lion among Great Britain's subjects in 
Asia. The only course open to Great 
Britain ia fully to maintain the status 
quo in Asia and to preserve friendly re 
lalions with Buasia."

The Tsans Li Ya- 
men requested the ambassador to grant 
them until eight o'clock. Baron Heiken 
thereupon threatened to leave Pekin, 
but is still here. The government is 
alarmed.

TEE NEWS FROM DAWSON. 



The men who have just come out from 
Dawson bring the gratifying intelligence 
tliat the stores there have reopened for 
the sale of goods and that there is no 
fiar of starvation. They all agree in 
B tying that a relief expedition is not 
necessary, and add that it is hopeless to 
think of takinu in any large quantity of 
goods at this eeason. 

We hope this will put an end to the 
mach-talked-of relief scheme. The 
Colonist has the satisfaction of having 
opposed this crazy project from the out 
set. Lately our city evening contem 
porary has taken a similar position, and 
the Seattle Times and Tacoma Ledger 
have also insisted that the proposal was 
both absurd and impracticable. The 
only paper advocating it on tlie Sound 
was the Post-IntelUgeneer, which has 
made a ridiculous exhibition of itself in 
that connection. 

The returning miners bring good re 
ports from the interior. While none of 
them have brought out very large sums 
nearly all of them are going back again 
which is the best possible certificate the 
country could have. It places tho future 
of the Yukon, for tlie immediate future 
at least, beyond any doubt, and will sup 
ply an iucuntive, if any should be need 
ed, to the widespread desire to exiiloil 
tae riches of the (^rolden Xorth. 



them. Wo now lenrn that there stood 
here at one time a city that contained 
some twelve or sixteen square miles and 
was surrounded by a thickly popu- 
lated and wealthy community. This great 
city consisted of stone houses, with woll- 
paved streets and a complete system of 
subterranean sewerage. The city was 
built in a valley, and on the hills sur- 
ronuding it, so we learn from an article 
in the Century Magazine for January, 
were palatial structures and great mon- 
uments. 

There is not a trace of tradition even 
as to who the builders of this city were 
or when they inhabited it. The custom 
is to speak of these ruins as tho relics of 
Mayon civiliziition ; bat ail this means is 
that they are found in a country peo 
pled by the Mayon Indians, who at the 
time of the Spanish invasion lived in 
walled cities and had made sufG- 
cient progroBt to be able to 
preserve Written records They 
have never been connected with the 
more ancient civilization and their le 
genda convey the impression that their 
relation to their predeoessora was some 
what tlie same as that of the Goths and 
Vandals to tho Roman Kmpire. The 
Mayans may have been a hanly race 
from tho North, whence their legends 
say they camo, who spread southward 
and made an easy conquest of nations 
rendered elldte by long oenturios of lux- 
arious living in the enervating climate 
of Central America, and who in tarn be- 
came themselves so degenerate as to bo 
A comparatively easy proy to the Euro- 
pean invaders, 

Jjut be this as it may, the discoveriea 
made during tho year in Honduras lend 
a new intereot to archn'ological research. 
They appeal very strongly to the imagi- 
nation. There is something fascinating 
he obscure, and what greater ob- 
scurity can wo imagine than that envel- 
oping the ruined city of Copan. Wo 
know tliat once there lived here a peo- 
ple of wealth, high attainments in ma- 
terial art and doubtlesB with an elaborate 
social organization. Princes held court 
amid all that learning and beauty could 
lend,to add to the charm of their sur- 
roundings. Dynasties rose and fell. 
Great deeds wore celebrated by mouu- 
ments inspiring in their ruins and re- 
corded in inscriptions to which we 
have absolutely no key. The pil- 
aces, whose mighty corridors at- 
test a luxury with which we 
are in these days unfamiliar, were doubt- 
less the scones of a life before which our 
most elaborate surroundings would seem 
insignificant, And all tho glory of it has 
vanished. The men of those days might 
have been justified in thinking that they 
were building up a civilization that 
would endure for all time, as we think 
we are. But the name even of this 
nation is forgotten, their impress upon 
the life of humanity has been completely 
effaced, so far as we can judge. Truly, 
in all the field of romance there is 
nothing comparable to the facts of 
archieology.

A RCIIAKULUGICAL PROGRESS. 

During the year 1897 very decided 
p 'Ogress was made in the investigation 
of the monuments of various kinds 
which attest to the existence at a date 
long prior to what wo call historic time, 
of people, who had made great progress 
in the arts and were undoubtedly well 
advanced in civilizition and refinement. 
These investigations have not been con- 
fined to any one ((uarter of the glolje, 
Asia, Africa and America have each 
contributed their quota of interest, 
although probably the dieeoveriea in the 
last named continent appeal most 
vividly to the imagination, for tho rea- 
son that while there has been more or 
leas of a cootinuity of civilization in the 
Old World, there was a very decided break 
in the New. We know historically that 
the civilization of Rome i)recudeii that 
of the jireaent day, and that still earlier 
cime the civilization of ly^^ypt, Ninevuh 
and tho cities of thu desert, No special 
effort is required to imagine the exis- 
tence of still older civilizations there ; 
but in America the case is difTerent, 
The principal race of this continent wafl 
without any elaborate social Hyatoin and 
with very luniled indugtrial achieve- 
ments. So far iiB any one has yet been 
able to gather, tho Indiana had no tradi- 
tions of any preceding race that attained 
greater progress tluin tliey. Therefore 
when there comes undisputed and iudia- 
putablo evidence of tho highly advanced 
civilization in America, it is somethiug 
of a mental shock. Wo are all i)re- 
])ared to have all the theories, as 
to the prehistoric races of America 
being an enlightened and |)rogreaBive 
people, shattered, but we are by no 
means prepared to have them confirmed. 
Toe discoveries of 1897 have not only 
added a vast deal to our fund of informa- 
tion concerning very early days in Asia 
and Africa, but tliey have rolled away 
to some extent, the curtain of obscurity 
that has hidden the pest in America. 

A very notable Investigation pursued 
daring the year was that into the ruined 
city of Copan, Honduras, For more 
than half a century it lias been knowu 
that great ruins were to bo found in tho 
recoases of tho forosta of that country, 
but only during last year were extensive 
and reliable data obtained respecting

Of the upper Yukon arrivals on the 
Corona, one who speaks in glowing terms 
of the prospects of the country, and who 
says that that this year will see .f20,000,- 

000 taken out of it in gold dust, is Mr. 
K. J. Flkjar, a cattleman belonging to 
Winnipeg, who left Dawson for the Coast 
on tho 22nd November. He arrived at 
Skagway on or about the 23rd of last 
month, having travelled up the rivers 
and lakes ou the ice and out over 
tho Skagway trail, tho same route as 
taken by all of yesterday's arrivals from 
Dawson, who were met uy Mr. Elkj.jr on 
tho way divided up in small parties. In 
relating his story to the Colonist, Mr. 
Eljkar said : 

" It was reported to bo 72 degrees be- 
low zero at Boi!ne places where 1 stopped 
on tho way out, but the coldest weather 

1 experienced was at Fort Selkirk, 
where for four days the thermometer 
ran as low as 56 degrees below zero. At 
Dawson the weather has not been any 
colder than 30 below zero, but 
this winter has been exceptionally 
mild there, and it is considered ttiat the 
Yukon was fnlly six weeks later in 
freezing than it has in former seasons. 

" I met Judge Maguire at Little Salmon 
waiting for the return of a party of police 
whom .he despatched back about 200 
miles o'ver the trail by dog train to se- 
cure supplies to replenish his ' present 
inadecjuate stock. At Big Salmon Major 
Walsh and hia party were waiting for 
the same purpose, both parties taing 
intent on getting to their destinations at 
the earliest possible date. I met a few 
parties at Tagish lake, and one was 
taking in a ([uantity of condensed eggs, 
which I guess they will eat before they 
get to their journev's end." 

Mr. Elkjar took sixteen cattle and 
four horses into Dawson City last year 
arriving there via the Dalton trail on 
October 22. He says he made good 
progress on the trail travelling on an 
average ten and twelve miles a day, 
which for cattle day after day may be 
considered fast. He says the trail is a 
good one and he knows of a man who 
came out on horseback over it in ten 
days and another who packed grub over 
the trail in fourteen days. Where the 
difHculties come in is in rafting the beef 
down the rivers, and these Mr. lOlkjar 
says will in a great measure be obviated 
during the coining season, aa a steamer 
already purchased for the purpose is to 
run from a point about two miles below 
Five Finger ra])idB. 

In eatiiiiatiug the amount of gold in 
Dawaon City, .Air. lOlkjar states tliat he 
went to the Alaska Commercial Com- 
pany to Ijiink Boniething like $1,200 or 
.■fl,:;00 Ijofore coining out and that (inn 
actually refused it, giving in excuse for 
their action that they had so much gold 
on hand that they simply could not han- 
dle it. Regarding the food question at 
Dawson City, Mr. Elkjar is another of 
those who believes that there will be no 
want there.

KILL'S HARD LUUK STORY. 

The Seattle Butcher a Victim of a Sg.ooo 
Hobbery-Pollce Actively (it Work. 

John Kill, of Seattle, uho took in 
cattle for beef i)urpo8e8 to Dawson, had 
perfect snceesa as far as going in waa 
i:oricerned, but he has ii etorv to tell of 
how he was robbed of .f.i.OOO'in dnat on 
Ilia way out. 

" I took in with my party fif four inon 
."j,.")llO potuida oi suppliea," lie aaye, 
" eighteen head of steera and fourteen 
head of lioraes. We went by the Dalton 
trail on August lii and readied Five 
lingers on September IS where we 
killed the cattle for beef and then 
bnated them down the river to Dawson, 
We <licl not lose a pound on the way 
and 1 can say ours was the only party 
tjjat waa perfeetly euGceesfnl in taking 
beef to Dawson. We sold out our whole 
stock for $1,25 a nound and then started 
home. 

"The Pardee party, who had started 
in Willi HBventy head of cattle onlv sue 
cpf-iU'il in !,'cttini; lifiy head afi far nb 
I'lve Fingers, and they were ahuigh teriiig 
when wo aet ont for the golden citv. 
I'ardoe'd beef wag loaded on three ratta 
and not one of them reached ita dcs- 
tinaLioii. (_lne atrnck on a eandliar 
miles thhi aide of D.iwaon, got 
frozen in, and hud to be abamlomd. 
Ihii otlier two were carried liy 
the current clear jiaet the town ; one 
111 then;' waa loat anil the men stuck to 
the third rait wfiich thev only brought to 
shnrH .H) miles beyond Dawson and 1 
hardly think it will ever get to the town." 

With (500 pounds of provisions, Kill, 
Hickman, Olsen and AlbertStick atarted 
on their return trip on November 20, 
and when the party reached Felly there 
were fourteen or fifteen miners camped 
there in a con[)lo of log hnuseH. Dining 
the stay at Ihia prjint Kill was roi)l)e(l 
of his .fil.OOO. He aiiHiiected (i. W. 1". 
.lohnsoii and I), ,1. i:iMiore; who w(^ro in 
tho Hanio cabin though not a trace of tho 
gold dnat could be found. He had both 
riuiu arrested at .Selkirk by the Mounted 
Police, and ,Iiidge .Maguire tried the case 
which -waa dianiisHed. 

Mr. K'iU has ollVred a reward of $2,000 
for tlu^ recovery of the dnat and the cou- 
vi(;ti(jn of the thieves. Ho believes that 
tlu! former ia still at Selkirk and that 
tho police will be aucceasful in return- 
ing it to him eventually.

Tho tramway companies nt 
way and Dyea are about to secure ma- 
chinery for their respective planta, and 
with tliia object in view two representa-

Harry Howard 
haa promising claims on Hester and 
Moose creeks and is developmi; Ihesu 
liropertiea. .lini Casey baa claims on 
Hester and Sulplnir gulch, besiiles a lay 
on Hunker with Hob Grant. Behnsen, 
Bush, Petticrew and Oonlin have taken 
up claims that are promising; while 
Perry and Crilbert are making good 
money at their trade. In fact all the 
Victoria, Niinaimo, Union and Como-x 
hoys are doini; well and the majTrity eat- 
lalied. M r. Ciirniixly brought iijeBaai:e8 
from ftlni jst all of them, besides 
iin aBBortment of h.oliiliiy presents which 
he will i>roceed to diatri hiito to-day. lie 
adds his testimony to that of all other 
reliable men — t!ie Etoriea of a shortaiM^ 
o( inovieiona at Dawson are falae and 
niiBleiuiinu lie says, imule with aomc 
clterior object and not jiiatitieil by pres- 
ent facta.

■Tlie Belf-confeaeed aBsailant of Francis 
Jonea ia now lying in jail at Duuoan, 
antl Provincial Conetable Murray and 
City Beteotive Palmer are back in town 
witli Oouatable Maitland Dougal, after 
uaravelling one of the moat myaterioue 
cases that the police have had to deal 
with in a ionR time. 

The oUiuura had practically no cluo lo 
work on at lirat. All they knew waa 
that Francia Jonca, tho Btorekeepor at 
IlaU'a Croaainfr, had crawled to a neigh- 
bor's houHG anil told them he had Ijeen 
knocked down by some one with- 
out warning or aeeing hia aaaailnnt, 
who tlieii liad cut liia unconBcioiie 
victiiii'a tliroat and lobbeil the till. 
Joned eaiil he liad not aeon tho man who

luiry, it waa diacovoreii tliat a young 
Iiiilim named .Somyer liiul been aeen

couple of riays later arrested him. Tlien 
Meaara. Murray and Palmer returned to 
Duncan on Wednesday, and when they

■ii'^'i in Ilia pocket. 

The young Indian, who belont a 
to tiib tiuauiichan reterve atalea that he 
went into Jonea' store on the llitti Do- 
i;ein ber to purchaae Boine crackers and 
that wbile he botigbt ten cents wort,li 
Jonea only returned him tweuty-live 
ceiita change. A dispute uroae over this 
diiJ Somyer claiiuB that Jonea came at 
liiiii with an axe. The Indian taking it 
from the white man knocked Jonea 
down with it and then proceeded to aaw 
at bis victim's throat with tbe inetru- 
meiit, making eoveral cuta though not 
lanu'eroua ouee. He next proceeded to 
drag Jonea by tbe heels into tbe kitchen 
and then went tbronsb the till, taking 
all the money— about $100. TbiB is the 
Indian's story, as told to Mr. Murray in 
Cliinook, and it ia partly borne out 
by tho fact that Somyer, wlio got 
married on ChriBtmas day, ])urchaend 
nearly tluit amount of dresses and 
clothes for biiiiaelf and bride. The In- 
dian will probaljly come up for liia pre- 
liminary hearing at Duncan today or 
tomorrow. 

Tlie celerity with which this case baa 
been worked out ia a great credit to tbe 
clever detective work of Mr. Murray and 
.\Ir. Palmer, who were well aeeisted by 
.Mr. Maitland Dougal. 



FROM SUUTH SEAS, 

ftliowera Lo-ses One ol Her Crew in a Storiu 
— Dro^wiied from a Barkentlne. 

The Canadian-Australian liner j\Iio- 
wera reached port on Saturday after- 
noon from Australia after a very rough 
trip. Soon after leaving Sydney ex- 
tremely stormy weather was experi- 
enced, tbe wind blowing a heavy gale 
and tbe eea tosaioK bieb. The day after 
leaving tbe Australian coast an accident 
occurred owing to the storm which 
caused tbe death of one of tbe crew. A 
big wave swept over the vessel resulting 
in a block falling from aloft. It struck 
one of thu HiiilorH on tlio head 
breaking bin pkull and ciuieinL' iiuinedi- 
ate deatli. 'I'ho nnfoitunate imiri who 
ia said to have left a family in Sydney, 
was liuried at sea. The Miowera reached 
Honolulu on C^liriBtmas eve and l)elween 
tliere and Mattery met wbitli head 
wiiuia ivhicli prevented lier making fast 
time. Sliu brought among ber passen- 
gers about fifteen Auatralian minera, 
who are bound for the Klomlyke. Some 
of these disembarked here ami others 
went on to Vancouver, lier saloon pas- 
senger list was as follows : MisseB Pearce 
(3), BoBworth, Frazer.Tbompson, Grove, 
I5ostio (L'), Cooper, Short (2) and 
I^urm .MeHiiiUiiea rcaico, I'lilanil, 
Short, I'eirie, Hyaon, Ileid ami 
llowiiril; .Mi'iisry.

DunE- 
muir in connection, for instance, with 
iheir advertised terms for sale of min- 
eral claims, but we cannot, at the same 
time, stand idly by and allow these 
cowardly attacks to pass unnoticed ; 
nor, though we difl'er from tbe 
same corporation in politics, do we 
desire to take advantiige politically 
liy them. Now, if the writer iu the 
Province, who accuaea thu DuiisniuirB of 
being land grabbera, had, aa waa liia 
duty, taken the trouble to look over thu 
hies of tho Coi.ii.viHr and Stanilard of the 
yiars from 1 ,S7;i- l.s,SU ho would there 
hivo ascertained that the construction of 
tho K. >*.: N. railway was a most ])romi- 
nent factor of the jiolitica of those years. 
The undertaking was iiiily embarked in 
by the late Hon. Robert Dunamuir alter 
much importuning, and on the peraonal 
aolicitatiun, of no leas a [jcrsonage than 
tbe Marquis of Lome. It may be true 
tliat tbe jirovince was r ot a unit in the 
clamor for its construction, yet the oppo- 
ailion to it existed among a people ot a 
section of the province, who feared it 
might be a link in tbe Canadian Pacific 
mil way, with Victoria aa a terminus. . 
Its construction was likewise demanded 
from the fact of its being a part of what 
is known as tho "Carnarvon Terms" 
drawn up by the Dritiab government 
which were eudoraed twice or tlirice at 
the polls, lieforo the road was actually 
begun. Can tho Province point out 
to us wherein the Legislature 
which pacaed tlie Settlement Bill was 
venal? Wo defy it to do so. Tho ei)i- 
thet ia an cpprobioua one, and one 
moreover, wbicii tlie writer in tbat jour- 
nal bad no juatiQcation in naiug. It is 
true tbat no act of a like description 
could paea tbe legislature to-day, not be- 
cause the present house is any more 
honest or more capable, but simply be- 
cauee the value o! tbe belt is better 
known. At tbe time of the passage of 
tbe act the lands in tbe present railway 
reserve were considered of very little ac- 
count. They were looked upon as per- 
fectly wortblesa, with the exception of 
some small areas of coal lands, and then 
again, the e.xiatenco of coal in them was 
a matter ol speculation. For yuara the 
construction of this road v;a8 a thorn in 
the aide of the Dominion government — 
who sought on all aitU-'s for aome one to 
take it up, and, aa we aaid 
before, it waa only on tbe per- 
sonal solicitation of tho INIarquia of 
Lorno (the then governor-general) 
tbat tbe lato Mr. Dunemuir agreed to 
undertake it. Nor was be able to do so 
alone. He had to find assistance from 
the outside, nor is it likely tbat he would 
have done this, bad be for one moment 
imagined tbat it was of the immense 
value tbat some people place upon it. 
Meaara. Dunsmuira have not made their 
money out of the E. & N. R. R. charter. 
Not at all ! What they have accumu- 
lated has come from the product of 
Wellington mines, and otber invest- 
inenta, witli whicli the E. & N. K. R. 
charter had nothing to do. 

Tliu accuaation, too, that they are 
etrongiy pro-Cliinefo ia a childieh one^ 
in the face of the number of emiiloyers 
of luhor ( in tho pre.Henl opjiosition ranks 
aa well ) who |iatroiiise the Chinese 
laborer. In writing the foregoing we 
wish to he dhstinctly uudrratood that we 
liave done so in a spirit of fair play. W» 
lire not indebted in any way to the 
Messrs. Duneniuira iu the publication of 
tbia paper or in any other manner, but, 
on the otber hand, we believe wo are not 
on the credit side of their ledeerso far as 
good will ia concerned. We believe the 
people of this Island are imbued with a 
Butlicient amount of fair play to frown 
down and disapprove ot attacka audi aa 
the "Province" and " Inland Sentinel," 
are constantly inakintr upon tbia corpor- 
ation, lu'cuuL-e theae attacka are not only 
untruthful but nialii'ious and unjust.

Dear Sir :— I send yon Vol. XV., No. 
1, in which I published Text of Ruaeian 
Treaty, which fixea forever the boandary 
between Alaska and British Columbia at 
"ijot to exceed 10 marine leaRuea from 
the Ocean, or 30 miles. That lino shuts 
out all the Inland waters from American 
Alaska, and makes them British waters. 
So that Lynn Canal, Dyea, SkaRway, 
Taku and Stickeen are all British Ports 
and waters, because they are more than 
;-iO miles from tho Ocean. It ia a dan- 
gerous farce to call those Inland waters 
the Ocean, because if bo all other nations 
would have equal jurisdiction in those 
narrow straits and sounds, if they were 
the Ocean. The U. S. came in there as 
Hucceseors to tho RuBsians who marked 
a false line in breach of the Treaty, and 
it is the duty and honor ot the U. S. ot 
America to put the boundary where it 
of right belongs, to-wit, at 10 marine 
leaguea from the Ocean. Thus leavinR 
all thoae Inland watera to British 
jurisdiction. The doing this will save 
America an enormoua and ever-growing 
cost to guard and to light all those 
waters, while no Revenue can possibly 
arise therefrom to recoup that great 
cost. Therefore the land, stolen against 
the Treaty by the Russians, should in 
honor be given to those to whom by 
Treaty it lawfully belonga. All mari- 
timo and scientific men here liavo in- 
dorsed these views of my Treatise, "Bare 
Truth on Boundary," which is in tho

teaming all these years and is only wait- 
ing to make his pile, when he will leave 
the " blankaty blank " country. Why 
should these privileges be allowed 
foreigners? Tho only reason advanced is 
that Americans " discovered " the Koot- 
enaya and that American capital was 
developing the country. Rossland was 
always pointed out as a special example 
of American enterprise, but I noticed 
last year that as soon aa the On- 
tario people stopped buying Rossland 
stocks the boom in that lively town 
collapsed. During the last few 
montha Canadian and British capital 
has been seeking inveatmenta in Trail 
Greek diatrict; picking up blocka of 
atocka and buying ont claims that the 
American owners have allowed to re- 
main idle, and consequently Rossland is 
recovering. As everybody knows, no 
Canadian can legally hold a mining 
claim in the United States, and that 
they are debarred from getting federal, 
state or municipal employment. Yet, I 
suppose, Canadinns have done ten times 
more to develop tho state of Washington 
than Americans have for British Colum- 
bia. On this side of the line Americans 
can own municipal property and mining 
claima even obtain townsites from tho 
government — vide Dawson — and are 
often employed by the municipal, pro- 
vincial or federal authorities to the ex- 
clusion of our own people. What thanks 
do we get for our liberality? Nothing 
bat abuse. Take the state of Washing- 
ton, whose citizens have benefited to 
such a large extent by our liberal laws, 
what do they say of us? Let the articles 
in the P.x. anawer. I think it is time 
oar intereata were considered, and if 



ronr readers are of my mind they will 
let our rulere know it. Our tariff has 
been lowered, and auch being the case 
every pound brought in by foreigners 
should be taxed to the fullest extent. 
Our neighbors could have had a reci- 
procity treaty if they had so desired, but 
they did not wish it, therefore let them 
take the consequences.

To THE Editor :— I noticed a letter in 
last Saturday's paper upon tho above 
subject. The purpose of my writing 
now ia to tell " A Parent " that it has 
Ijeen a great injustice to our boys and to 
prove it as publicly aa it was given. Many 
school teachers and others in Victoria 
have a better knowledge than I have of 
boys of several generationa, bat I am 
vuL-y certain that no one knowa the boys 
of to-day as well aa I do. I have been in 
close touch with them for years — all of 
them, jroni the North, South, West and 
Central divisions, bo I know what I am 
talking about. I am prepared to vouch 
that they are no worse than the average 
young Britons the world over. There 
are dozens of wild harnm-Bcarum boys 
knocking about, but they are not as " A 
Parent" declarea dozens of " bad boys," 
i.e., vicious. In the High school of this 
city there is not a single boy that could 
justly be called a cad, although almost 
every one of them ia poaaeased of auper- 
abundant vitality. 

Long may it be ao and in the other 
Fchoole the elder boys are all splendid 
fellows after the same manner. I know 
the bad boys, and suH'er, too, I can as- 



ber. I can count them on the fingers of 
one hand. ,They are very young and 
could easily be managed. Some time 
ago I waa made a victim of an outrage 
that all, including myself, agreed had 
been perpetrated by bad boys, I did all 
I could to spot the culprits, and luckily 
did BO ; judge of my feelings to find that 
the perpetrators were young men. I 
could give many such instances. The 
wrecked appearance of some houses is 
due in a great meaanre to accident, 
neglect and the weather alao. Of course 
boya, now aa formerly, will be boys and 
they cut up a lot of very aggravating 
capers, but to talk of "flogging." "jail," 
and "reiormatoriea" lor such is non- 
sense. 

On one occasion in that halcyon 
period when I was a boy, I got 
into hot water through a prank. 
My father waa not sure what to do 
with me and he was very vexed. A 
gallant old gentleman — a British general 
— who still BurvivoB said : " Boya are al- 
ways rascals at his age and it tliey are 
not they never turn out good men so do 
not worry about him. He needs a good 
thrashing that's all." I got the hiding 
and can remember it yet, although there 
waa no ceremony about it and it happen- 
ed eighteen years ago. It is an awful 
mistake tor " A Parent " to make a boy 
think ho ia a "bad" boy. When he 
really needs the stick he should 
most certainly cet it and freely tooj but 
without ceremony. If any one must be 
aent to a reformatory let some arrange- 
ment be made with a sister province 
that ia poBseeaed of anch an establish- 
ment already. The curfew law ia much 
to be desired and I am sure would work 
all right if " A Parent " and the citizens 
generally would help. Our police force 
is the best on the coast but they cannot 
enforce this law unaided. 

It is the duty of the strong to help the 
weak. If " A Parent " knowa any father 
that ia not atrong enough morally or 
physically to do what lie should, "A 
Parent "ought to help him. I would 
myself, much sooner than go howline 
about with a grievance. In conclusion, 
I hope to see no more rot about our boys, 
such aa making scapegoata of tliem ad 
nauseam, nor any more talk about the 
colls. Boys are not atrong and they 
understand no more than boys did in the 
good old times. They are all right, and 
tho life of any one of them ia worth the 
whole world.
